The Israeli Air Force struck deep 
into Syria and Egypt today in what 
the Arab nations described as the 
heaviest air raids of the four-day-old 
Middle 
East 
War 
Israel 
also 
reported another change in the tide 
of battle with successes along the 
Suez Canal and in the Golan Heights 
An Israeli military spokesman in 
Tel Aviv said “ a substantial part of 
the Egyptian army has already been 
destroyed” on the Suez front The 
northern commander announced, 
“ We have broken the spine of the 
Syrian army...We will carry the 
battle into the territory of the 
enemy in a storm ” 
The optimistic statements were in 
sharp 
contrast 
with 
more 
pessimistic appraisals earlier in the 
day. Spokesmen began backtracking 
this morning on 
their Monday 
predictions of an early victory while 


Syria and Egypt were claiming 
sweeping successes 
The Israeli planes struck at the 
Synan army military headquarters 
in Damascus in the first raid on an 
Arab capital in this war. Sirens 
sounded twice in Cairo but there 
were 
no 
air 
raids 
and 
Cairo 
residents said the Israeli planes 
bombed airfields near the Suez 
Canal. The brief alerts sounded at 
7:20a m and again at 7:35 p m 
Israel also hit Syrian oil refineries 
and power plants, two Egyptian air 
fields and a Lebanese radar station, 
military 
communiques 
reported 
The strike was the first against 
Lebanon, which has not entered the 
war. Beirut reported heavy damage 
and Damascus reported civilian 
casualties there and in Horns, 100 
miles north of Damascus 


Reports from Arab capitals said it 
appeared to be the heaviest day of 
Israeli air strikes in four days

Lawyers for the reporters under 
subpoena are expected to file a 
motion Wednesday to quash the 
subpoenas on grounds of violation of 
their First Amendment freedom-of- 
the-press rights. 


Court sources said Hoffman was 
insistent on the grand jury pressing 
ahead with is inquiry of charges 
involving kickbacks, with only 17 
days remaining before the statutory 


limit expires on

The county hopes to occupy a new 
12,250 square foot annex building on 
Cypress Avenue Nov. 1, but already 
the facility is bursting at the seams 
with services that won’t find office 
space. 


Workmen are rushing to complete 
the two-story, $450,000 structure at 
Cypress Avenue and E Street by the 
deadline. 
Initial thinking on the project 
began about eight years ago with 
land acquisition coming in about 


1968. Plans called for the annex 
facility now under construction and 
for a similar, but slightly smaller 
building to be built just to the north 
on E Street. 
The ground floor of the annex now 
being rushed to completion will 
house headquarters for the Fourth 
Supervisorial District, and offices 
for deputy county clerk, county 
switchboard, assessor’s services, 
building inspector and conference 
activities. 
All the services are 
presently housed in the existing 
county building on D Street.

to

prejudice of the good order and 
discipline in the armed forces” 
(and) “ all conduct of a nature to 
bring discredit upon the armed 
forces.”

photograph documents the cabbie carried 
from 
Muskie's 
downtown 
Washington 
headquarters to his Senate office. 
, Buckley said his superiors at the OEO 
knew nothing of his clandestine activities. 


He said he was recruited for the job by Ken 
Kietz, who headed the Young Voters For 
Nixon division of the Committee to Re­ 
elect the President (CRPi. 


Buckley said he personally developed the 
film and turned it over every nine or 10 
days at street corner meetings first with 
Rietz and later with a man known to him as 
Ed 
W arren ’ 
Buckley 
said 
he 
subsequently learned “Ed Warren” was E. 
Howard Hunt, an organizer of the CRP 
campaign of political espionage 


Buckley said he spent 18,000 on the 
Muskie spy operation, most of it went to the

- The failure of the Italian crop, a limited 
Spanish crop and a weather-caused produc­ 
tion drop in California—which grows 
nearly half the world’s supply—have 
created an international insatiable almond 
demand and a higher price, estimated at 
twice last year’s. 
The total worldwide demand for 1973 will 
be about 360 million pounds, but production 
will be only 325 million pounds, Roger 
Baccigaluppi, California Almond Growers’ 
Exchange marketing executive, said in an 
interview. 
“Obviously you're going to have a 
shortage 
Some people aren’t going to 
stockpile and some are going to stop using 
them,” Baccigaluppi said “This will be 
particularly true of major industry users 
considering almonds for confectionery 


products or cake mixes. 
As far as the American consumer going 
to the store to buy them, she’s not going to 
have trouble finding them, but she’s going 
to pay for them,” he added 
But Baccigaluppi also called the low

and predicted the price would 
level off in the future. 
The California almond crop was cut from 
an expected 200 million shelled pounds to 
about 155 million because of bad weather 
during the critical pollen months of 
February and March. 
The Sacramento-based exchange, which 
represents 4,600 growers and about 70 per 
cent of all production in California, paid its 
members an average 65.5 cents per pound 
last year.

If giving is a way to Christian salvation, then Americans - 
even Lompocans are earning high places in heaven 
Did you know that charitable donations to the poor and 
for health, eduration. religion, and other activities reached 
a record 21.2 billion dollars in 1971. 
That the biggest givers were individuals, giving about 
$15 1 billion, or 71 per cent of that year’s total. (Bequests, 
$3 billion, foundations, $2 1 billion; and corporations, $1 
billion, followed.) 
- That religion received the most money from charitable 
donations - $8 6 billion, or 40.7 per cent of the total 
contributions 
That poor boxes in the La Purisima Catholic Church, 
324 South I St 
receives a minute portion of that yearly 
astronomical figure but provides an important if not big 
time service 
In Lompoc, a hungry man gets a full stomach, a shoeless 
child gets footware, and a stranded women gets a bus 
ticket. The money comes from people who drop coins in one 
of five poor boxes after Mass. 
Maybe the giver has just gone through a difficult time, 
maybe his prayers have been answered, maybe he knows 
that but for the grace of God he could be poor, maybe he was 
Whatever the reasons for their charitable gestures, 
Anthony G. Eble, a retired plumber, collects the meager 
take once a week and deposits it in the St. Vincent de Paul 
Society bank account (Patron saint of the poor, St. Vincent 
de Paul is the name of a worldwide Catholic charity 
organization. Four men belong to the Lompoc branch, 
including Eble ) 
The poor boxes yield pennies, nickles, dimes, and 
quarters, and a few half dollars Rarely, a dollar bill sits 
on the bottom with that change 
“I’d faint if I saw something big.” said Eble “ I’d think 
they made a mistake ,’* 
The Catholic church, according to Eble, built magnificent 
cathedrals in Europe during the 16th and 17th centuries 
from poor box donations He figures there was a poor box 
inside the first Catholic Church. Today, poor boxes are 
found in all Catholic churches. 
The poor boxes in La Purisima were there when the 
church opened its doors in 1960 Two years later, Father 
Andrew McGrath, resident pastor, told Eble, “ You take 
care of the poor box and administer the funds to the poor.’’ 
It has been the job of the local St. Vincent de Paul Society 
since 
When someone is in need Father McGrath refers the 
person to Eble who conducts an interview He determines 
what can be done within the limits of a poor box The poor 
and misfortunate need not be Catholic. 
“ If we had it we could spend 10 times as much as we do.

You d be surprised there are a lot of people who don’t get 
help by welfare,” noted Eble 
But helping brother man is the main theme of 
Christianity, that’s the way Elbe looks at it. “ If you can’t 
do it with physical deed, you can do it with money.” 
Unfortunately, some are too willing help themselves At 
least twice a year Eble finds one or two poor boxes 
demolished by thieves and laying empty in an ally near the 
church. 
La Purisima Catholic Church is not the only Lompoc 
church that aids the poor, regardless of their denomination. 
Other churches - American Baptist, First Christian, Church 
of God of Cleveland Tennessee, Foursquare, Lutheran 
Peace, to name a few - set up food baskets, needy pantries, 
deacons funds, through parishioner donations, to help the 
poor.

better place for California s 
nuclear power plants than 
the coast, an environmental 
report from Cal Tech said 
Monday.

probably be nuclear.

California 
coastline, 512 miles were 
excluded by the seismic 
(earthquake) criterion and 
an additional 344 miles were

Other 
considerations, 
such as park lands, brought

MEXICO CITY (U PI) - Herbert G

Watergate violated American tradition and 
law but that over-obsession with the 
scandal “ can be a greater danger to the 
nation than the evils we seek to eradicate.” 
In remarks prepared for a panel at the 
14th annual conference of United Press 
International editors and publishers, Klein 
also said both parties engaged in political 
Jirty tricks “ but I believe the Ervin 
committee has been clearly one-sided so 
far.” 
“ Tricks represent poor ethics and are 
deplorable 
and 
worthless,” 
he 
said. 
Breaking into a psychiatrist's office 
violates the law But so does stealing 
secret papers, or destroying draft card 
files.” 
Klein urged Americans to “ look today at 
not just the past. The public is ahead of the 
Congress in its desire to move ahead with 
the business of the country. The necessary 
procedures to avoid another Watergate are 
in operation. But 
over -obsession with 
Watergate now can be a greater danger to 


the nation than the evils we seek to 
eradicate. Watergate has paralyzed the 
Congress, the executive and even the press 
too long ” 
Another panelist, Raoul Berger, Charles 
Warren Senior Fellow at Harvard who has 
written three books on constitutionnal 
relations 
between 
Congress 
and 
the 
executive 
branch, criticized 
what he 
termed an excessive concentration of 
power in the White House 


The White House horrors,’ concocted 
by a White House camarilla, should lead us 
to appreciate the wisdom of Sir Denis 
Brogan’s remark that the English learned 
from experience that government by the 
worst elected chamber is better than 
government by the royal antechamber,” 
Berger said

Search for teenage suspect 


H ELM VILLE, Mont. (UPI) - Law

Sheriff David Collings said Caryl is 
suspected of killing the four persons 
Sunday, possibly because he was ordered to 
bury a dog he had shot to death. The youth 
was employed at the dude ranch where the 
killings took place. 
Collings said Caryl first shot Samuel 
Akins, 42, and his son, Steven, 18, with 
whom he shared a cabin at the Whitetail 
Ranch. Then, according to the officer, he 
killed the manager, John Miller, 23, and the 
cook, Ruby Judd, 62. 
Witnesses who scattered when 
the 
violence erupted told investigators that 
Caryl told his victims: “ I have a few hellos 
for you” and “ Here’s a hello for you,” then 
blasted them with a shotgun 


Doctors admit sex with patients 


CHICAGO (U P I) - The Chicago Tribune 
reported today that in a nationwide survey 
conducted 
by 
a 
team 
of 
California 
psychiatrists, at least one out of every 20 
doctors 
responding 
admitted 
he 
had 
engaged in sexual intercourse with his 
patients. 
The Tribune said the survey, reported in 
the current issue of the American Journal 
of 
Psychiatry, 
showed 
that 
most 
physicians frowned upon the use of erotic 
behavior in their practice as unethical or 
“ professional suicide.” 


Conducted by Dr. Sheldon H. Kamder, 
Marielle Fuller, and Dr. Ivan N. Mensh of 


the University of 
California 
at Los 
Angeles, the study was responded to by 460 
p sych iatrists, 
o b ste trician s, 
gynecologists, surgeons, internists and 
general practitioners. 
The study showed that 5 to 13 per cent of 
the group engaged in some kind of erotic 
behavior with their patients, and 5 to 7.2 
per cent engaged in sexual intercourse. 
The report said 87 per cent of the 
physicians condemned erotic behavior with 
patients. The doctors said it destroyed the 
doctor-patient 
relationship, 
was 
“ unforgivable,” or indicated the doctor 
was psychopathic.

McCloskey said in a brief filed with the state Supreme 
Court that the plan would remove 139 051 constituents from 
Rep. Phillip Burton. D-Calif. 
In turn, according to the brief, 135,476 would be shifted 
from Burton's district to that of Republican William 
Mailliard, the brief said 
McCloskey said the political effect would be to make 
Mailliard’s San Francisco Marin district so heavily 
Democratic that he could have great difficulty in winning a 
12th term. 
However, the lawmaker said. Burton’s district was so 
overwhelmingly Democratic that even the infusion of 
thousands of GOP voters would not seriously affect his 
chances of winning re-election 
McCloskey said there would be “ great benefit in 
preserving constituent-representative relationships where 
possible.” He added that only 2,897 persons need to be 
transferred to equalize the two San Francisco districts 
“ Wholly without regard to protecting incumbent mem 
bers,” the congressman told the court, “ the experience 
gained through the years by a congressman is of 
tremendous benefit to both the nation and his constituents 
“ I doubt that Congressman Mailliard’s 10 years of expei i 
ence with the Maritime and Foreign Affairs committees 
could be duplicated by anyone with less than a minimum of 
10 years service in Congress. ” 
Mailliard is the ranking Republican on the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee.

Students can’t wait to get back to school 


HONOLULU (UFI) —Bored students at 
Nanakuli Intermediate School used to 
spend their days waiting for the clock to 
strike the dismissal hour. 
Absenteeism was high, interest low and 
teachers were becoming desperate. 
But two years later, youngsters in the 
racially mixed, low income neighborhood 
can’t wait to get to school for a day of 
comic 
books, 
word 
games, 
puzzles, 
rocketry, sports talk and music. 
Nanakuli 
Intermediate's 
unusually 
extensive “Interest Curriculum’’ is aiming 
to keep the students—ranging in age from 
12 to 15—coming to school and learning 
through courses that are fun. 
Mrs. Hazel Tsukano, the teacher who has 
coordinated much of the program, said 
absenteeism has declined and youngsters 
are opting for courses once considered 
boring. 
“Because of their background, these 
children need more motivation,’’ she said 
“The old ways just weren’t working.’’ 
Instead of staring at textbooks, delighted 
students who once dreaded school now use 
comic books to learn reading skills and 
stimulate an interest in literature 
Other youngsters figure out crossword- 
puzzle games to develop vocabulary and 
spelling skills, while a class in language is 
aided by a guitar. 
Math skills are improved with sports 
scores, field measurements, batting avera­ 
ges, games and puzzles. Science classes 
are keyed to rocketry, and students in logic 
ponder over chess sets.

"Traditionally students in the seventh 
and eighth grades have had very little

offering in math and one in language arts, 
and the school has imposed a rule on the 
number of courses taken in any one area 
The result 
is a curriculum basically 
composed of whatever courses intrigue the 
youngster. 
"Since 
the Interest Curriculum has 
filtered into every class,’’ Mrs Tsukano 
said, "no matter what a student picks it’s 
bound to be fun ” 
“When you consider the purpose—to get 
kids to come to school and learn—it is very 
successful,’’ she said. 
“It all started back in 1968 when the 
entire faculty was asked to suggest ways to 
make education more interesting and 
meaningful to our students,” she said. “We 
felt that the traditional courses weren’t 
getting through to that many youngsters ” 
Mrs. 
Tsukano 
admitted 
that 
the 
curriculum had a rough beginning because 
teachers didn't realize at first how much of 
a work burden it would be in its first 
stages. 


"It's a lot easier to stand up in front of a 
room and talk, than to try and think of 
ways to make the subject fun,” she said 
"It’s been up to the teachers to devise 
methods of tying in the subjects with 
enjoyable activities.” 
In order to get rid of the foreboding 


grades at the end of a term, the school 
adopted the designations, ‘ ungraded ho 
nors, credits or no credits ” 


“We 
found 
it 
was 
hard 
to spark 
motivation when someone was labelled a 
failure,’’ Mrs Tsukano said 


The Interest Curriculum, which is funded 
by the Model Cities Program, has had 
some unexpected results 
Mrs Tsukano 
said that “by giving students the chance to 
make decisions, they become used to 


coping with decision making and are more 
mature ’’ 
The problem of continuity has been 
practically 
eliminated 
because 
the 
program has produced such enthusiasm 
among the teachers and 470 students that it 
is being expanded into the grammar and 
high school in the community 
“Our youngsters are not in a pigeon 
hole," Mrs. Tsukano said 
“They have 
found learning to be a very dynamic 
thing ”

The all-stars are eclipsed; 
long live the all-stars. 
So say the players of the 24 
major league teams in their 
voting for the seventh annual 
Newspaper Enterprise Asso­ 
ciation All-M ajor League 
team. 
The players’ choices show 
that a new generation of 
dominant players has arriv­ 
ed to replace the Aaron- 
Mays-Clemente-Robinson- 
Williams axis. 
Only two of the players on 
the 1973 All-Major League 
team, Joe Morgan and John­ 
ny Bench, were on the 1972 
team Only two others, Pete 
Rose and Reggie Jackson, 
were on previous NEA honor 
teams. And none of the 10 
players on the 1973 team even 
ranked among the leaders in 
the voting for the first All- 
Major League team in 1967. 
The voting this season was 
the closest in history, with 
Morgan winning the second 
base spot by only two votes 
over Dave Johnson and the 
winners at nine positions 


drawing only 59 per cent of 
the vote or less. Only Bobby 
Bonds was a solid choice, ap­ 
pearing on 72 per cent of the 
players’ ballots. 
The National League domi­ 
nated the team for the fourth 
year in a row, placing seven 
layers, three of them from 
incinnati. Six of the 10 all­ 
stars, in fact, came from one 
division, the National League 
W est. (A no th er N ational 
Leaguer, W illie Stargell, 
missed making the team be­ 
cause his votes were split be­ 
tween two positions, first 
base and the outfield.) 
The voting by positions: 
First base: Kansas City’s 
John Mayberry is one of the 
newcomers, making the team 
in only his second tull season 
in the majors. His second 
straig h t 100-RBl season 
helped him draw 47 per cent 
of the vote, while Cincinnati’s 
Tony Perez (24 per cent) and 
Stargell (20 per cent) also 
made strong snow mgs. 
S econ d base: A tla n ta ’s 
Johnson must be wondering 
what you have to do to make 
an all-star team these days. 


He broke Rogers Hornsby’s 
long-standing record for 
home runs by a second base­ 
man, 42, and was one of the 
league leaders in R Bls but 
lost in the voting to Morgan, 
whose versatility and w in­ 
ning team gave him the two- 
vote edge. Both Morgan and 
Johnson had about 34 per 
cent of the vote. A third out­ 
standing second baseman, 
Am erican League batting 
champion Rod Carew, fin­ 
ished a close third with 28 per 
cent. 
Shortstop: Another new 
name, B ill Russell of the 
Dodgers, triumphed here, 
though he had only 37 per 
cent of the vote.

Bert Campaneris of Oakland 
took third at 15 Der cent.

Salmon have come in again, and are hitting on both 


anchovies and lures We noted the albacore bait boats 
picking up bait fish right close to the shore, between the 
piers at Avila — a sure indication that the fish will also be 
working close in 
As we go to press. Harbor Associates called to say that 
the first boat of the day was in A Dr Daniels of Los Osos 
reeled in a 32-pound. 18 ounce mall fish Also, a few large 
white sea bass have been brought in 
The albacore are still about 50 miles out at sea. but Port 
San Luis Sportfishing is sending out two boats daily, leaving 
at midnight and 1 a.m. for the fishing grounds At times the 
weather has been really rough, also foggy. 
The best take of the "Marauder” and the "Fiesta” were 
596 albacore on three successive runs Then the take has 
tapered down as rough seas scattered the school It was 
rumored that the school was moving north, and another 
school from the south coming in, but this, no doubt, was 
some wishful thinking The present school has remained in 
place for some time. 
As usual bottom fishing has been excellent, with red 
snappers and ling cod plentiful. San Simeon reports fishing 
as excellent, with fish still plentiful most any spot in this 
almost virgin area. 
In the Oxnard-Hueneme - Ventura area, many landings 
have given up surface fishing and gone to bottom fishing, 
with good takes off the Channel Islands, Calico bass still top 
the take in the surface fishing, with a few bonito and 
barracuda in the Santa Rosa Island area. 
SEA Landing at Santa Barbara reports the party boats 
still working surface fish, with good results. 
VACATION 
As we write this we have to announce there will be no 
column for about two weeks, as we are setting out for 
Rancho Buena Vista near La Paz Baja California for a 
short vacation. We are not really on a fishing trip as we 
cannot take heavy angling at our age, but no doubt we will 
set a line in the surf. We always carry a small portable rod, 
which has seen action far beyond what it was made for, in 
many parts of the Pacific ocean, from Samoa south to New 
Zealand. 
At last a planting of trout in San Luis Obispo County has 
been announced by the DFG with Atascadero and Laguna 
Lakes being stocked for the first time this season. At both 
Cachuma and Casitas Lakes, catfish appear to hold the 
stage, with a few small bass and the usual assortment of 
pan fish. 
Practically no trout fishing in Lopez Lake, but some 
sizeable bass have been caught. Santa Margarita reports 
bass fishing fair to good, also some catfish Crappie and 
bluegill are also being taken. 
The DFG has just completed stocking 122,000 Lahontan 
Cutthroat trout in 35 high Sierra lakes last month. The 
goldens and cutthroats are stocked only where no other 
species of trout are present in order to prevent cross 
breeding which would destroy the pure strains being 
planted. In addition to the cutthroats planted by air, 60,000 
fingerlings were returned to Heenan Lake to help insure a 
healthy population of the species in that water. The lakes 
planted with the cutthroats were located in E l Dorado, 
Placer, Nevada, Plumas, Alpine, and Mono Counties. 
WARPATH 
The DFG is really on the war path, asking the State Fish 
and Game Commission to simplify and clarify sport fishing 
regulations under a plan that would divide the state into 
districts with homogenous fisheries and regulations. 


Department recommendations for 1974 sport fishing 
regulations go before the Commission. The changes are far 
reaching, and include such items as placing all coastal 
counties containing salmon and steelhead streams under 
one general trout season. This would add to the north-west 
season the counties, of Marin, Mendocino, Monterey, San 
Francisco, San Luis Obispo, San Mateo, Santa Cruz and 
Sonoma. Place a year-round five trout limit on all inland 
water of Alameda and Contra Costa counties and in 
Southern California, excepting Inyo and Mono counties and 
the Colorado River — Salton Sea area. The limit is now 10 
trout from April to November, 5 the balance of the year 
The wild trout program would be overhauled 


What with all the changes the DFG asks for, it looks like 
one will almost need a lawyer to interpret where and how 
one can catch a trout! How complicated can the world get 
over a simple pastime such as fishing?

Diverse views needed 


In an era of growth unmatched in 
history, our nation sorely needs a diversity 
of 
sincere 
view s 
concerning 
the 
environmental problems created by a 
mobile, burgeoning society. 
That was the tenor of remarks, made 
recently before the National Forum on 
Growth with Environmental Quality by 
Russell E. Train, new head of the federal 
Environmental Protection Agency. It is 
vital, he said, “that we recognize the wide 
diversity of values and concerns that are 
involved," 
and 
avoid 
the 
dogmatic, 
categorical approach to environmental 
problems. 
Growth, as Train pointed out, has for 
more than a century been associated with 
prosperity, 
expanding opportunity and 
social progress. “ It has produced so many 
benefits, both apparent and real,” he said,

“ that 
for 
a 
long 
time 
it

unquestioned as gravity itself.’’ 
This attitude is beginning to change, 
however. 
More and more people are 
questioning whether growth of population, 
technology, 
affluence 
actually 
is 
the 
proper measure of progress. Our society, 
Train said, is at a juncture where new 
aspirations, new priorities and new values 
are 
being 
used 
to 
test 
traditional 
assumptions. 
Stated simply, we are asking more 
frequently, “ Is more necessarily better?’’ 
The answer is not simple. And it will, 
indeed, be reached only through adherence 
to and speaking up for our own values, in 
all their diversity. And, as Train put it, 
“ Let us also be tolerant and understanding 
of the values of others. They just might be 
right!” 


What I’d like to know is, What do 
we do after the Soviet Union runs 
out of Jews? 
An appropriate thought, set down 
during this Jewish holiday period — 
when 
one 
considers 
that 
the 
toughening of our cultural, and 
perhaps now economic, positions on 
the Soviet Union are exclusively to 
the credit of the Jewish community. 
It is they who have demanded, by 
means mostly fair, though by some 
(the Jewish Defense League) foul, 
that the United States do something, 
short of war, to alleviate the plight 
of Jewish citizens in Russia who 
seek to emigrate. 
The 
S e n a t e 
sponsors 
of 
the 
Jackson Resolution 
have 
magnanimously 
required, 
in 
the 
draft 
of 
their 
resolution, that the 
Soviet Union also 
p e r m i t 
o t h e r 
Russian minorities 
the 
r i g h t 
to 
e m i g r a t e , 
but 
everybody 
knows 
that that insistence 
will die of neglect 
after 
the 
last 
Russian Jew who 
wants to leave 
the Soviet Union has done so. 


How I wish there were some Jews 
in China who wished to emigrate. I 
have yet to hear one Congressmen 
call for the application of any 
sanctions 
at all against China, 
where at least it can be said that the 
government of Mao Tse-tung applies 
its 
repressions 
on 
strict 
non- 
discrim inatory 
grounds. 
I.e., 
everyone is discriminated against. 
No one can leave the city to go to the 
country without special permission, 
or vice versa; let alone leave the 
People s Republic to go to a country 
where human beings are permitted 
to breathe. 


When the subject comes up of 
trade and credits for China, I shall 
raise with Senator Jackson the 
question of applying his reservation 
to China 
in 
behalf 
of 
China’s 


Christians, but I know that the good 


Senator, for all that I love and 
admire him, will not return that 
téléphoné call. 
Christians are bom to be martyrs, 
and mostly martyrs of the silent 
kind Jews have had quite enough of 
martyrdom in this century and are 


resolved to fight back, and today, 
writing 
on 
the 
feast 
of 
Rosh 
Hoshana, I pay them tribute with all 


Soviet Jew 


sincerity, and go so far as to say that 
if the Christian community today, 
let alone a generation ago, had 
displayed one one-hundredth of their 
tenacity 
and 
courage, 
the 
persecution of he Christians in East 
Europe, in Russia, and in China, 
would have been inconceivable. 


Professor 
Kissinger 
has 
an 
entirely plausible point when he 
says that he is embarrassed by 
p r e s s u r e s 
f ro m 
“ my 
c o ­ 
religionists” which impose unon his 
schematic foreign policy factional 
encumbrances. Indeed he reminded 
the 
Senate 
Foreign 
Relations 
Committee that up until a few years 
ago 
the 
academic 
community 
considered 
it axiomatic that 
a 
normalization of relations between 
the United States and Soviet Russia 
would itself constitute the principal 
pressure on the Soviet Union to 
relax its controls over its serfs. 


Mr. Kissinger is correct that that 
was the current assumption. But the 
thaw with the Soviet Union began 
not with the Nixon Administration 
but 
wi th 
the 
E i s e n h o w e r 
Administration, in 1957 with the 
summit conference, and then with 
all the cultural accords. In 1957 the 
Soviet Union left off jamming our 
b r o ad ca s ts , 
p e r mi t te d 
the 
publication of Solzhenitsyn’s A Day 


in the Life of Ivan Denisovitch, 
encouraged 
the 
relaxation 
of 
controls against freshly-repressed 
Hungary, and seemed to be headed 
towards liberalization. 
Successive crises internal and 


external changed all this. But there 
is no more reason to suppose that 
the crises were responsible for the 
hardening of the Soviet spirit than 
there 
is 
to conclude 
that 
the 
progressive 
totalitarianization 
of 
Hitler’s Germany grew out of our 
full contacts, economic, political 
and cultural, with it. 
Most important of all are the 
arguments 
of 
Solzhenitsyn 
and 
Sakharov, 
that 
economic 
and 
diplomatic success by the Soviet 
Union at this juncture and on their 


terms can only fortify the regime to 
its 
determination 
to 
crush 
all 
dissent, like butterflies on the wheel 
of American technology. It is a pity 
that Senator Fulbright did not think 
to ask Mr. Kissinger to explain his 
reason for supposing that he is 
better informed on this matter than 
Sakharov about Soviet behavior. 
Meanwhile the pressure on the 
cultural-political front intensifies. 
Professor Hans Morgenthau has 
discovered 
that 
Soviet 
leaders 
probably 
believe 
their 
own 
propaganda. Anthony Lewis, having 
absolutely 
established 
that 
the 
Soviet Union is miles removed from 
Indochina, has come out for a hard 
line. I pray that every Jew in Russia 
will be permitted to emigrate. But I 
pray also that one (1) Jew will elect 
to remain, while pretending he 
wants to get out. Otherwise there 
will be a collapse of our foreign 
policy, of congressional sanctions, 
and of our army, navy, air force, 
and probably our national anthem. 
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“Just between you and me, Judy, I'll be glad when 
my freshperson year is over!"

Briefly it has to do with the 
scheduling or rather rescheduling of 
major holidays so that they fall on a 
convenient Monday rather than at 
r andom 
a c c o r d i n g 
to

happenstance of history. 
Yesterday 
for 
example some of us 
celebrated 
Colum­ 
bus Day. I’m not 
sure 
whether 
the 
Day was to honor 
the old mariner’s 
birthday, 
the day 
he’s 
supposed 
to 
have 
discovered 
America, or the day 
on which he died. 


Traditionally the day has been 
celebrated on Oct. 12. This year it 
was celebrated yesterday or Oct. 8, 
four days before the traditional 
date. City of Lompoc forces were on 
duty, county forces and those in 
minions of government who deliver 
the mail and hand out drivers’ 
licenses were not. 
The 
schools 
were 
in 
session 
despite 
a classic 
Record 
story 
pontificating to the contrary. Can’t 
you hear a student explaining he was 
absent because The Record said the 
schools were to be closed? That ugly 
journalistic faux-pas came about 
because of a couple of guys who 
didn’t 
know 
their 
kids 
were 
supposed to celebrate Columbus 
Day in school and not out of it. I 
shouldn’t 
obliterate 
my 
own 
responsibility in the “affair.” 
Whether a governmental agency 
is going to be open for business on a 
given Monday has become a kind of 
game. 
I 
remember 
that 
the 
Department of Motor Vehicles on 
one occasion was first ordered to 
remain open on a Monday holiday 
and then at the 11th hour told to go 
fishing for the day. 
The ambivalence on the part of 
the state had Geoge Hadley, local 
DMV manager chewing the edges of 
his departmental calendar. 
On another occasion personnel of 


Lompoc Justice Court worked on a 
Monday when other county forces 
were off for the day in order to take 
the time off on a more desired date. 
All this has brought about a trend. 
Classified school employes have 
traditionally tried for a full day off 
on Good 
Friday, 
and there is 
abundant 
information 
that 
governmental employes across the 
board will seek Dec. 24, a Monday as 
a holiday this year in order to round 
out the four-day Christmas holiday. 
There was speculation before last 
Monday that federally connected 
individuals who serve on the city’s 
Planning Commission might not be 
able to attend a regular commission 
meeting that night because they 
would want to take a trip on the long 
weekend. 
There are rumbles across the land 
about all this, principally from those 
e lements 
who 
think 
w e ’re 
tampering with history.

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FASHIONS IN FALL MEALS NEED NOT CHANGE 


of DR. J. M. M c IN T IR E 


Q: Are there fall meal patterns we should change 
to as the weather turns cooler? 


A: Not really. Mam families used to switch to 
"heavier" meals, increasing the starchy foods to take 
the place of fresh fruits and vegetables no longer 
readily available Now we know fruits and vegetables, 
fresh or canned, are a must year round. To get the 
most out of each food, you should take advantage of 
the discoveries in the three steps of food handling: 
storage, preparation and cooking. 
You need your vitamin support just as much in the 
winter as during the rest of the year. 
Vitamin A is essential to the development of a 
healthy skin and helps prevent it from drying and 
cracking. Vitamin A is also involved in the chemical 
changes in the eye on which sight depends, thus help­ 
ing to prevent night blindness. To preserve Vitamin A 
in dark green and deep yellow vegetable!, dairy foods, 
yellow fruits and liver, store in the refrigerator or a 


cool dark place*. 
The B Vitamins—which include thiamine*, riboflavin 
and niacin-play important roles in the functioning of 
your nervous system, appetite, digestion and the re­ 
lease of energy from food. You need extra energy in 
the winter to maintain your bodily temperature when 
the thermometer drops. B-2 (riboflavin) is destroyed 
by light, and B-l (thiamine) is sensitive to heat so 
"B ” foods, meat, eggs, milk, cheese, breads, white 
potatoes, should be* refrigerated or stored in a cool 
dark place. 
Vitamin C he*lps preve*nt fatigue, re*sist infe*ction, 
heal wounds, strengthen blood vessels and build cells. 
These are <*ssentials: once your body become*s sus­ 
ceptible to infe*ction, the road back to a hardy, ener­ 
getic you can be* a long and difficult one. Vitamin C 
is easily destroyed by oxygen, losing its potency to 
air, heat and water. This means that you should take 
extra care in the cooking and storing of “C 
foods, 
citrus products, tomatoes, greens and white potatoes. 
Boiled dinners used to be a favorite on the menu, 
but too many of the vitamins were extracted by water 
or in the overcooking. There is a new* way to prepare 
winter meals so that they satisfy and nourish at the 
same time and that is, to steam-cook vegetables. To 
steam, place a minimum of water in a pot or kettle, 
salt lightly, bring to a boil, then add vegetables that 
have been placed above the water on a perforated 
rack. Be quick, and kee p the pot tightly covered. 
Another method (braising) is 
to add a very small 
amount of oil and water to a frying pan, and steam 
under a tight-fitting lid. 
Many nutrients that are easily lost can be saved 
if you: 
• Emphasize fruit and vegetables, hot or cold, on 
your menu. When possible, serve them fresh, not 
cooked (a baked apple loses two-thirds of its Vita­ 
min C in the oven). If you must cook them, cut and 
cook them right before serving and don’t cook a 
minute longer than necessary. 
• Store ripe fruit and vegetables in closed plastic bags 
in the refrigerator. 
• Trv to use liquid from canned and cooked vege­ 
tables in stews, sauces or soups. 
• Keep milk, dried legumes, breads, cakes and noo­ 
dles out of the light (keep milk in cartons; a quart 
of milk in a clear glass bottle that sits on a doorstep 
for two hours loses more than half of its Vitamin 
B-2 content). 
• Bake potatoes, don't boil them ( most of their Vita­ 
min C is lost in the water), then serve with sour 
cream for a bonus of Vitamin A and calcium. For 
mashing, steam or use a pressure cooker. 
For an interesting menu change, Virginia Piper, 
Director of the Carnation Food Service Center, sug­ 
gests you serve several vegetables steamed or braised

When you consider “mir­ 
acle" fabrics, there is some 
good news . . . some bad. 
F irst th e g ood n ew s: 
Thanks to these fabrics, we 
enjoy better-fitting, longer- 
lasting clothes. 
Now the bad: Thanks to 
these same fabrics, doing 
laundry isn't as simple as it 
used to be. 
Just a few short years ago, 
silk, wool and cotton made 
up the laundry bundle. To­ 
day, synthetic fabrics prob­ 
ably account for the bulk of 
most laundry loads. And they 
require m ore sp ecialized 
laundry care to reduce the 
amount of ironing needed 
and to rem ove stu b b o rn 
stains and soil. 
But because then* are so 
many new and diffierent syn­ 
thetic fabrics on the market 
today, it’s often difficult to 
tell one from the other. For 
this reason, the following 
definitions of fabric terms 
should come in handy: 
Permanent Press, Durable 
Press — Fabric s chemically- 
treated to resist wrinkles bet­ 
ter. Require no pressing if 
properly m achine-washed 
and tumble-dried.

Chemically-treated, but not 
as long-lasting as permanent 
press. U sually should be 
drip-dried. 
D rip -D ry - T hey dry 
sm oothly w ithout ironing. 
Must not be tumble-dried 
but removed from washer 
before final spin. Drip-dry 
on hanger. 
Single Knit 
One layer 
of fabric with interlocked 
yarns. Two-way stretch. 


Double Knit — Two inter­ 
locked layers of yarn for 
m ore body and resiliency 
than single knit. 
T ricot Knit — M ade to 
stretch in width, with paral-

A major reason behind the 
spiral is the pressure on the 
supply. In the last several 
years, the masses of children 
bom in the early postwar 
era have been entering the 
house-hunting phase. There 
was a 37 per cent increase in 
the formation of households 
during the decade between 


1960 and 1970. 
"For young families bent 
on investing in their dream 
hom e, th e co m p etitio n is 
fierce," William H. Leonard, 
vice president and director 
of marketing for Kemp Fur­ 
niture Industries, said. “But 
determination and shrewrd fi­ 
n a n c in g can m ake th e ir 
hom e-ow ner hopes com e 
true. W hile the cost of the 
actual home is rising at an 
almost uncontrollable rate, 
h o m e-buyers can exercise 
their own cost controls in 
finishing the inside. Do-it- 
yourself decorating and wise 
furniture buying can bring 


down the final price of a 
new home — even in the 
face of housing cost escala­ 
tion.” 
One young couple deter­ 
mined to buy a home in 
Miami, where costs are high­ 
er than anywhere else in the 
nation, said they were awrare 
when they made the pur­ 
chase that budgeting would 
be a wray of life for quite a 


while. They also agreed that 
they would have to rely on 
their own handiwork rather 
than call in professional help 
e v e ry tim e th e y w a n te d 
something done. “But having 
our own home was some­ 
thing we were willing to 
sacrifice for,” the young wife 
said. “And, actually, we’ve 
found we enjoy investing our 
time and energy in it.” 
In their new master bed­ 
room, for instance, the young 
couple wanted a contempo­ 
rary O rie n ta l look w hich 
would fit the warm Florida 
climate and their easy-going 
lifestyle. Instead of investing 
in expensive Eastern furni­ 
ture selections, they looked 
for a more reasonable ver- 


sion which gave them the 
sam e clea n sty lin g an d 
guaranteed durability.
